Christmas, 1921, gives promise of more nearly approaching to 
a realization of the song of the angels on the first Christmas morn, 
“Peace on earth goodwill to men,” than any like season in yeats past 
thanks to the conference on the limitation of armaments convened 
at Washington. — It is too early as yet to estimate the results of this 
epoch-making conference, but that it cannot fail to be productive of 
much good was clearly established at the opening session and subse- 
quent days. 

The Great War ended in the “scrapping” of the German navy, 
a big fleet created-as an offensive weapon, a threat against all other 
nations and the peace and freedom of the world. The British and 
United -States navies have been brought into being for defensive 
purposes, and the former has long been regarded as a world police- 
man and been responsible, not for precipitating wars, but in prevent- 
ing them and maintaining order and extending liberty in all parts of 
the globe. When the German navy struck ffs colors and was ig- 
nominously scuttled, the Austrian and Turkish fleets met a like fate. 
And with the destruction of these navies the need for maintaining 
great defensive fleets by Great Britain, the United States, Japan and 
other nations passed, unless they, too, were to keep on building 
against one another. ~ : 

The whole world rejoices at the evidence produced by the Wash- 
ington conference that any insane, human, barbarous policy is not to 
be followed. Britain and the United States, the two greatest naval 
powers, are not distrustful of each other. Neither has any cause 
to fear attack from the other. And Japan, the third uava: power, 
whose motives are not so welt understood, has*heen a:!-.. tu join in 
putting a stop to further construction of these huge «ud enormously 
expensive monsters of destruction and to “scrap” hundreds of mil- 
‘Hons of dollars worth of ships already built and building. 

And the Governments of these three countries have agreed to 
stop'the suicidal, war-proveking race for naval supremacy. . What- 
ever‘the politicians, the militarists and armament manufacturers of 
these countries may think’ and desire, they fwlly realize that any 
Government which refused to entertain the proposal submitted at 
the Washirigton conference would be swept ou: of office by an out- 
raged people.- There may be changes ia de‘-ils of the plan sub- 
mitted, but in the main it must be ratified because the people them- 
selves so will it. : - 

It. will not be the first time that Britain and the United States 
“scrapped” their navies, or, at least, portions o fthem. Me than 
one hundred years ago these two countries by treaty piedged them- 
selves not to maintain naval forces on the Great Lakes between 
Canada and the States. That agreement has beer carried out by 
both countries, in letter and in spirit. For over a century there 
has been no threat of one against the other along the long internation- 
al boundary line. | Nor has either country in naval expansion on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts created vessels of a design intended for 
use against each other, 

What the United States and Britain could'and did do over one 
hundred years ago, and what they have succeeded in doing through- 
out the years that have followed, all natians ought to be not only 
willing but able to do in this still more enNghtened age. The sav- 


ing in money and consequent taxatio:. of the people will be enor- | 


mous, but the greatest benefit of all wii: be the removal of a standing 
threat against each other and the peace of the world which these 
huge fleets of battl€ships constitute. 

‘The United States demonstrated its good faith in calling the 
conference at Washington and in the proposals submitted to it. 
There was no compulsion on the United States to take such action: 
It-isin a position to stand the strain of competitive naval armaments 
better than any other country. Britain has demonstrated her sin- 
cerity not only by acceptance of the:programme submitted, but in 
taking immediate action stopping all work on construction of new 
shine, including the four powerful battle-cruisers of the Hood type, 
And in urging a still further reduction in submarine construction. 
The four Hoods alone would have meant a cost equal to three dol- 
lars per head for every man, woman and child in the British Isles. 

Canada is deeply interested in the outcome. It means that it 
will not be ‘necessary for this Dominion to even take a start at creat- 
ing a navy—a course which would have been inevitable if the old 
race in battleship: building was to be continued. It is a further 
pean of continued peace*between the two great branches of the

The growth of the province of Sas- 
katchewan is emphasized in thé report 
of the provincial secretary for the 
fiscal year 1920-21. According to this 
report a total of $1,618,936 was paid 
into this department. The bulk of 
this revenue came from motor 
licenses, which yielded $945,783, and 
corporation taxes with a total of $416,- 
684. With a total capital of $8,733,- 
080 there were 206 joint stock compan 
ies incorporated in this period. The 
report also reveals that 143 theatres 
ate now operating in the province.

According to a statement issued by 
the Manitoba agricultural department 
the 1921 census slows that there are 
55,184 farms in Manitoba, an increase 
of more than eighteen per cent. in 
the past five years.

Land Armament Is 
Considered Doubtful 


Washington.—When the arms dele- 
gates quit work for the Thanksgiving 
Day recess the following three consid- 
erations embraced the céntral points 
of interest in their discussion: 

Whether the effort to apply gener- 
ally accepted principles to specific 
cases in the Far East would bring 
definite accomplishments or only 
lead to futile debate. 

Whether, in view of the position of 
France and the general situation~ in 
Europe, any serious attempt should 
be made to agree on a limitation of 
land armament. 

Whether a way can be found to 
hasten consideration of details on 
the naval limitation plan, which is 
proceedingly smoothly, but too slowly 
to satisfy some of the delegates. 

Of these questions the first was 
brought «sharply to the fore by sev- 
eral direct clashes of opinion regard- 
ing elements of the Far Eastern nego- 
tiations. At the executive session of 
the mine delegations, the right of the 
Chinese delegates to speak, for the 
Chinese delegates was reported to 
have been questioned by France, and 
later a British interpretation of the 
general principles already adopted was 
challenged by some of the Chinese. 

Rarlier in the day the land arma- 
ment problem had been debated be- 
hind closed doors by the. delegates of 
the big five powers, without further 
result than the appointment of a sub- 
committee to consider collateral 
subjects like the use of airplanes and 
poison gases. 

Premier Briand, of France, making 
his farewell speech to the conference, 
pressed his argument that his coun- 
try dared not disarm unless he had 
guarantees from the other powers, 
and although the general discussion 


drew renewed expressions of sym- 
pathy from every other national 
grpup, No one proposed any formal 


joint declaration of policy,

Calgary.—Representations will be 
made immediately to the department 
of~the interior, Ottawa, by the Cal- 
gary Board of Trade in support of a 
resolution presented by the Hanna 
Board of Trade, urging that survey 
parties be continued through the win- 
ter months in the North Saskatche- 
wan irrigation area, now known as the 
William Pearce irrigation scheme. 
This action was decided upon by 
the council of the local Board of 
Trade after having the project outlin- 
ed to them by William Pearce. 

It was represented that should the 
survey parties continue working 
throughout the winter months, the 
necessary data required to estimate 
the approximate cost of the scheme 
would be available next spring, which 
would avoid a possible delay in oper- 
ations of perhaps a year. 


From investigations already made, 
it would appear to be practically cer- 
tain that Sullivan Lake can be made 
an immense reservoir, requiring con- 
siderable dyking on the east side to 
render it so.

London.—Although the official re- 
port of the operations against the

the British ‘side one Gurkha officer 
and one British officer were killed in 
the drive north of the Beypore River. 
A large Concentration of Moplahs 
under all the best known leaders, is 
reported as taking place at Bear 
Chembrasseries, and the British au- 
thorities think it would probably be 
most satisfactory, from a military 
viewpoint, if this force could be induc-

China’s Financial 
Crisis Averted 


Months’ Pay Received For 
Police and Soldiers 

Peking.—The financial crisis which 
threatened the stability of the govern- 
ment has been averted temporarily 
ithrough remittances from the provin- 
cial military governors, totalling 7,- 
000,000 taels. Such heavy remittances 
from the provinces are unprecedented. 

The provincial funds are sufficient 
to pay the police and soldiers three 
months’ wages, thereby averting the 
threatened looting of the capital, but 
will not provide for the civil adminis: 
tration, High civil officials are sup- 
porting the government banks by 
transferring their personal funds to 
Peking, and as a _ result notes are 
again negotiable.
